ParsaaDt  to  the  reqairements  of  sectioD  19  of  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  approved  March  8,  1893,  providing  for  the 
regalation  of  foreign  and  domestic  building,  loan  fond,  savings 
or  investment  associations,  a  compilation  of  all  the  reports  of 
such  associations  as  have  complied  with  the  law  are  herewith 
submitted.  | 

The  records  in  this  of9ce  show  that  on  June  30,  1895,  the 
time  of  making  these  reports,  there  were  502  building  and  loan 
associations  in  the  State,  and  all  of  them  have  reported  and 
their  reports  are  included  in  this  compilation,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Citizens'  Building,  Loan  apd  Savings  Association 
of  Nappanee,  which  report  Was  not  as  complete  as  prescribed 
by  the  department. 

During  the  year  thirty  nine  associations  have  retired  from 
business  either  by  maturing  their  stock  or  consolidating  with 
other  associations^  as  follows :

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LAND    DEPARTMENT. 


Herewith  is  Bubtnitfed  a  report  of  the  transactioDS  of  the 
Land  Department,  bo  far  as  they  relate  to  matterB  of  record. 
The  principal  work  of  this  department  is  confined  to  answer- 
ing letters  of  inquiry  relating  to  land  entries  and  original  sor- 
veys.  Hundreds  of  such  letters  are  received  annually,  and  the 
investigations  required  consume  much  time  and  labor. 

There  stiil  remains  in  this  ofBce  a  iarge  number  of  patents, 
conveying  Wabash  and  Brie  Canal  lands.  The  law  directs 
that  these  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situate, 
and  until  this  is  done  there  will  be  a  defect  in  the  title  to  these 
lands.  Patents,  some  issued  by  the  State  as  early  as  1832,  and 
others  by  the  trustees  of  the  canal  as  late  as  1876,  are  here  for 
lands  in  Allen,  Benton,  Carroll,  Cass,  Clay,  Crawford,  Daviess, 
Dubois,  Fulton,  Gibson,  Greene,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Knox, 
Kosciusko,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Marshall,  Martin,  Miami,  Monroe, 
Newton,  Noble,  Orange,  Owen,  Parke,  Perry,  Pike,  Posey, 
Pulaski,  Putnam,  Spencer,  Sullivan,  Vanderburgh,  Vermillion, 
Wabash,  Warrick,  White  and  Whitley  counties.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  owners  of  canal  lands  in  the  counties  named,  who 
have  not  yet  obtained  their  patents  and  had  them  recorded  will 
do  so  at  once  in  order  that  their  title  may  be  made  perfect. 

The  records  in  this  ofBce  show  that  patents  have  been  issued 
for  several  hundred  tracts  of  Swamp  and  University  lands. 
Most  of  these  tracts  have  undoubtedly  been  sold,  but  pur- 
chasers have  neglected  to  obtain  patents  for  same.  This  failure 
leads  to  trouble  when  the  present  owners  desire  to  sell  or  mort- 
gage their  lands.  Such  owners  should  send  to  this  ofBce  their 
certificates  of  purchase  and  obtain  patents. 
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LANDS  HELD  BY  THE  STATE  BY  DEEDS. 


Marion  Counfy. 

The  east  half  of  ihe  strip  of  Uod  lyin^  south  of  the  cro^s-cut  of  the  Central 
Canali  in  the  city  of  Indianapolie,  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

This  tract  is  held  by  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society,  under  a  lease  exe- 
cuted by  M.  D.  Mfnson,  Auditor  of  State,  April  1,  1880.

When 
the  location  of  that  institution  was  removed  to  near  Plainfield  the  land  was  sold 
to  William  J.  McCaslin,  who  failed  to  make  payment  therefor,  and  the  title  to  the 
same  was  in  continuous  litigation  until  affirmed  to  be  in  the  State  by  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  at  the  November  term,  1884. 

The  act  of  1889  authorized  the  sale  of  this  land  and  it  was  sold,  but  in  a  suit 
for  pospe<«ion  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  set  the  sale  aside  on  the  ground  of  irregu- 
larity in  sale. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  State  holds  title  to  the  following  described 
premises,  which  have  not  been  appraised  or  ofiTered  for  sale: 

Lots  242  and  243,  in  E.  J.  Peck's  subdivision  of  the  south  part  of  out-lot  134, 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Conveyed  to  the  State  by  £.  J.  Peck  and  wife,  in  con- 
sideration of  $40,  and  with  thip  provision :  *'  Said  lots  to  be  used  as  a  place  of 
burial  for  the  dead,  and  for  no  other  ose  whatever,  and  if  otherwise  used,  then  to 
be  forfeited  to  the  original  proprietors,  their  heirs  or  assigns."
